This same geography teaches 
that the greatest obstacle to obtaining 
the right proportions of land and water 
is high mountain ranges which causes

the winds as they pass over lofty

A conerete example is the Sierra Ne- 
vada Range (sic) of our ‘Test. A great 
area to the east, comprising the east- 
ern portions of Washington and Oregon, 
Nevada, part of Arizona, Utah, Idaho,

It is believed that the immense power 
of the atomic bombs is capable of blow- 
ing the tops off these Sierra Nevadas, (sic 
thus bringing them down to a height which 
will permit the winds to pass over with- 
out having the moisture frozen from them.

HISTORY OF TAMALPAIS FIic GIVEN 
Exceptionally low humidity combined with 
strong winds to favor the spread of one 
of the most disastrous fires the Tamalpais 
area has known. Starting on Thursday, 
September 27, approximately one-half mile 
above the junction of Big Carson and Lag- 
unitas Creeks, the fire ran to the top of 
Bolinas Ridge. The next dsy-<still very ~ 
dry weather--high wind fanned the flames . 
down Bolinas Ridge in the direction of 
Stinson Beach, and on Saturday west winds 
carried the fire across Lagunitas and Big 
Carson Creeks md on to San Geronimo 
Ridge ° 

The natural firebreak of Alpine Leke 


failed to halt the blaze, and it leaped 


into Cataract, Swede George, and Van Wyck 
Canyons on the north side of Mount Tamal- 
pais. In order to keép it from going 
over the top of the mountain, workers 
backfired the fire road from Lake Lagun- 
itas to Laurel Deli. 

By October 4, when this fire was under 
control, a new emergency sprang up. Two 
Navy planes collided in mid-air and fell 
in the area north of the Mountain thea- 
ter, starting more fires. The area bound- 
ed by Laurel Dell, !ountain Theater and 
Rifle Camp was backfired to hem in this 
danrer,. 

In all, 22,000 acres of the Tamalpais 
region were. burned overs 

This disaster emphasizes the importance 
of established fire rules: no smoking on 
the trails; build fires only in approved 
fireplaces in designated areas; make sure 
your fire is out before-leaving it.
